Potrograd.— Premier Kerensky’s 
proclamation, announcing a repub- 
Hcan form of government in Russia, 
follows; 

“General Kornlloft's rebellion has 
been quelled. But great Is the con- 
fusion caused thereby, and again, 
great Is the danger threatening the 
fate of the fatherland and Its free- 
dom. 

“Holding It necessary to put an 
end to the external indefinitenese 
of the atatc’s organization, remem- 
bering the rapturous approval of 
the republican idua expressed at 
the Moscow State Conference, the 
Provisional Government declares 
that the constitutional organiza- 
tion, according to which the Rus- 
sian state Is ruled, Is a republican 
organization and It hereby pro- 
claims the Russian republic.

Dramatic Revolt of Komiloff 
Against Russian Govern- 
ment Collapses.

Petrograd. — Russia has been pro- 
claimed a republic. Premier Keren- 
sky, In a proclamation Issued, definite- 
ly set up a republican form of govern- 
ment as the result of the approval of 
the Idea recently expressed at the 
Moscow atate conference. Kornlloff’s 
attempt to plunge the country into 
civil war has been quelled, the Pre- 
mier assures the new republic in his 
proclamation. But great danger still 
threatens the fate of the fatherland 
and its freedom as the result of the 
confusion caused by the effort to stir 
up rebellion, Kerensky asserts. The 
title “Minister and President," affixed 
to Premier Kerensky’s signature to 
the proclamation, refers to his post- 
Uon as president of the ministry, rath-

The death a short time ago at bis 
home In Louisville. Ky., of John Col- 
gun brings to mind the fact that be 
was the pioiioer chewing gum manu- 
facturer in the Dnited States. His 
business career in many ways was a 
remarkable one, the Richmond Vir- 
ginian observes. When but nineteen 
years of age be began business in a 
small drug store In his home city. In 
the use of balsam in the preparation 
of cough sirups bo conceived the idea of 
sweetening and rolling the tolu into 
sticks, which be gave freely to his 
friends and customers. A fuw years 
later he was told by a traveling sales- 
man of a large quantity or chicle, 
which had been Imported by a druggist 
In New Orleans for experimental pur- 
poses, in the hope that it might be 
used as a substitute (or rubber. When 
this was found Impossible, the chicle 
was offered (or sale, and Mr. (lolgan 
purchased the euttre lot, hoping It 
could be used (or chewing gum. 

As a result of bis mixture of the 
balsam tolu with the chicle, the first 
chewiug gum, as we now have it, was 
produced. The demand (or this new 
gum was so great that the supply of 
chicle was soon exhausted and sup- 
plies In large quantities were ordered 
from Mexico. Other "chewing gum 
makers" soon began to use It also In 
their products, aud today over 5,000,- 
000 pounds of It are made in the Unit 
ed States each year. 

Mr. Colgan, who was seventy-two 
years of age at the time of his death, 
spent bis entire life In Louisville, aud 
for many years was actively engaged 
In business in that city. Ho was a 
man of splendid personality, and hU 
death was much regretted.

The truth, however, la quite differ 
ent.

utlon or effective fighting unit. 

In time of war men light, not as in 
dlvlduals, but as parts of a flghtint 
unit. That unit may b<> a regiment 
a division or an army corps. In ordei 
to be of any real use, those organixa 
Hons muct be maintained. When tbt 
Lrganixation is broken up, the liidi 
vldual soldiers who compose It, no mut 
ter bow brave they may be person 
ally, degenerate into a mob; and, as e 
mob or mere disorganized collectioi- 
of mon. they are unable to make au.> 
defense against attack.

THE GRINDING OF THE GODS. 

“The mills of the gods grind slowly, but they grind 
exceeding fine.” Never was the truth of the foregoing 
more apparent than at the present time. 

In 1914 the world was plunged into war by the action 
of Austria— insolent and domineering— insisting upon the 
chastisement of poor little Serbia, a nation over which she 
had tyranized for generations, and which she was even 
then holding in forced and unjust subjugation. But in 
her haughty disregard for the rights of others, Austria 
sowed the wind from which she is now reaping the whirl- 
wind.. 

Recent and persistent press dispatches indicate that 
the empire is in a bad way. Rent and torn by the strife 
she herself precipitated, she now would be only too glad 
to make peace on any terms that would leave her the sem- 
blance of a nation. 

But peace for Austria will mean practical extinction. 
In the very Improbable event of a German victory she 
would be all but devoured by the aggressive neighbor in 
pay for “services rendered.” On the other hand, a com- 
plete entente victory will mean that she will be almost to- 
tally dismembered and her ill-gotten territory restored to 
the different peoples from whom she wrested it. 

The way of the transgressor is hard, for nations as 
well as for individuals.

Dr. N. A. Cobb, an authority or 
loology, declares that there niuet hi 
hundre'ie of thouiunds of species oi 
nematodes, or threadworms, more than 
nine-tenths of which are still unknown 
to sclonco. Of the parasitic nematodes 
Infesting vortelirate animals alone It 
la eetlmated that there are at leant 
80, QUO species. Insects, mollusks, crue 
tacoans and other animal groups art 
also much Infested, and as a rule 
a given species of nematode le pncullai 
to a single species of host. Lastly th. 
species of ueiuutude living free In soil 
and water vastly outnumber the par 
asitic spucles. As these creatures are 
enormously prolllic, tho number of iu 
dlvlduals muRt ho quite beyond con- 
ception. Doctor Cobb ostimutes that 
In the upper foot of an arable soli 
(he number of nematodes runs to thou 
sands of millions an acre.
